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6 killed in California balcony collapse during a party

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — A 

21st-birthday party thrown 
by a group of visiting Irish 
college students turned 
tragic early Tuesday when 
the fifth-floor balcony they 
were crowded on col¬ 
lapsed with a sharp crack, 
spilling 13 people about 50 
feet onto the pavement. 
Six people were killed and 
seven seriously injured. 
Police and fire and build¬ 
ing officials were work¬ 
ing to figure out why the 
roughly 5-by-l 0-foot con¬ 
crete-floor balcony broke 
loose from the side of the 
stucco apartment build¬ 
ing, situated a couple of 
blocks from the campus of 
the University of California, 
Berkeley. 

High school student Jason 
Biswas’ family nearby was 
awakened by the noise. 
“They thought there was 
an earthquake, but then 


we looked out the window 
and saw seven or eight 
people on the ground,” 
the 16-year-old said. 
“There were piles of blood 
everywhere.” 

Five of the dead were 
21-year-olds from Ireland 
who were in the country on 
so-called J-l visas that en¬ 
able young people to work 
and travel in the U.S. over 
the summer, while the sixth 
victim was from California, 
authorities said. 

The news brought an out¬ 
pouring of grief in Ireland 
from the prime minister on 
down, with the country's 
consul general in San Fran¬ 
cisco calling it a “national 
tragedy.” 

Police had gotten a com¬ 
plaint about a loud party 
in the apartment about 
an hour before the acci¬ 
dent but had not yet ar¬ 
rived when the balcony 
gave way just after 12:30 
a.m., spokesman Byron 
White said. Irish Prime Minis¬ 


ter Enda Kenny said police 
told him 13 people were 
on the balcony. 


“I just heard a bang and a 
lot of shouting,” said Dan 
Sullivan, a 21-year-old stu¬ 
dent from Ireland who 
was asleep in the five-story 
building. Mark Neville, an¬ 
other Irish student in the 


building, said: “I walked 
out and I saw rubble on the 
street and a bunch of Irish 


students crying.” 

The U.S. government's J-l 
program brings 100,000 
college students to this 
country every year, many 
of them landing jobs at re¬ 
sorts, summer camps and 


other attractions. The San 
Francisco Bay area is espe¬ 
cially popular with Irish stu¬ 
dents, about 700 of whom 
are working and playing in 
the region this summer, ac¬ 
cording to Ireland’s Consul 
General Philip Grant. Many 
work at Fisherman's Wharf 
and other tourist sites. 
Sinead Loftus, 21, who at¬ 
tends Trinity College Dublin 
and is living this summer in 
a different apartment in 
Berkeley, said Berkeley is 
“the Irish hub.” In fact, she 
said, “I’ve heard people 
complain there are too 
many people from Ireland 
here.” 

“It's student-friendly, it's 
warm and it's a lot cheap¬ 
er than San Francisco,” she 
said. 

Berkeley Police Chief Mi¬ 
chael Neeham said the 
response to the noise com¬ 
plaint had been given a 
lower priority after police 
received a call of shots 
fired elsewhere. □

DERRY, New Hampshire 
(AP) — Newly declared 
2016 Republican presiden¬ 
tial candidate Jeb Bush is 
fast out of the gate in criti¬ 
cizing Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton, the Democratic front¬ 
runner. 

In his New Hampshire de¬ 
but as an official candi¬ 
date Tuesday, Bush com¬ 
mended Clinton as tough 
and smart but labeled her 
record as secretary of state 
“a complete failure" and 
said she didn’t accomplish 
much as New York’s sena¬ 
tor. 

Bush said that as a presi¬ 
dential candidate, it is “ri¬ 
diculous” that Clinton has 
run a cloistered operation 
with limited opportuni¬ 
ties to face questions from 
the press. The former Flor¬ 
ida governor made those 
comments in an interview 
with Fox News host Sean 
Hannity that was over¬ 
heard by an audience for 
a town hall event that fol¬ 
lowed. The interview was 
to be broadcast Tuesday 
night. Bush took questions 
for over an hour from audi¬ 
ence members gathered 


at the Adams Memorial 
Opera House. He voiced 
his conviction that, as pres¬ 
ident, he could help the 
country achieve 4 percent 
annual growth. 

“The future can be extraor¬ 
dinary for this country,” he 
told the crowd. 

Bush, brother and son to 
former presidents, linked 
Clinton to what he re¬ 
gards as President Barack 
Obama’s misbegotten for¬ 
eign policy. 

Republicans in Congress 
have gone after Clinton for 
her handling of the deadly 
attack on the U.S. diplo¬ 
matic compound in Beng¬ 
hazi, Libya. But Bush also 
faulted her for engaging in 
diplomacy that failed to re¬ 
set relations with Russia and 
shrank U.S. commitments 
abroad. After months of 
testing the waters, there 
were signs that Bush was 
still getting used to being 
a candidate. After an¬ 
swering his last question. 
Bush thanked the crowd 
for coming — but then in¬ 
terrupted his applause be¬ 
cause he forgot to ask for 
something that veteran 
political candidates rarely 
miss. □ 


Donald Trump Announces Bid for US Presidency 


NEW YORK (AP) — Donald 
Trump, the flamboyant U.S. 
real estate magnate 
and television personality 
whose fortune is valued at 
$9 billion, on Tuesday an¬ 
nounced a longshot bid for 
the presidency on the tick¬ 
et of the Republican Party. 
Known in the U.S. as The 
Donald, Trump is a celeb¬ 
rity, a businessman and a 
master of self-promotion. 
He will be entering an in¬ 
creasingly crowded presi¬ 
dential race, competing 
for the Republican Party’s 
nomination with such big 
names as former Florida 
governor Jeb Bush, who is 
the son and brother of two 
former U.S. presidents 
Trump made the an¬ 
nouncement in New York 
City before a small crowd 
of supporters, some wear¬ 


ing campaign shirts say¬ 
ing “Make America Great 
Again!" and “No More Ca¬ 
reer Politicians.” In his well- 
known bombastic style, 
he mixed boasts about his 
wealth with promises to de¬ 
feat effortlessly the Islamic 
State group and negotiate 
trade deals with China. 
“Sadly, the American 
dream is dead,” Trump 
said. “But if I get elected 
president, I will bring it back 
bigger and better and 
stronger than ever before, 
and we will make America 
great again." 

Trump has teased presi¬ 
dential runs before, but has 
always backed out. This 
is time he is the 12th high- 
profile Republican to enter 
the 2016 race, with more to 
come in the weeks ahead. 
And while he is not viewed 


as a front-runner. Trump is 
doing just well enough in 
early public opinion polls 
that he may earn a place 
on stage during Republi¬ 
can presidential primary 
debates. 

Trump's announcement 
drew immediate scorn on¬ 
line from a series of Repub¬ 
licans, who fear he will turn 
an otherwise serious Re¬ 
publican primary contest 
into a circus. 

“I just apologized to my 
toddler for bringing him up 
in a country where Donald 
Trump runs for Prez, gets 
better than 2% in the polls,” 
veteran Republican strate¬ 
gist Liz Mair tweeted. 

The Democratic National 
Committee was just as sar¬ 
castic on Twitter, saying 
that Trump “adds some 
much needed seriousness

WASHINGTON (AP) — Top 

Republican leaders in Con¬ 
gress, after talks with Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, put 
together a quick rescue 
plan Tuesday for highly 
controversial. White House- 
backed trade legislation 
that Democrats derailed in 
the House last week. 
Officials said Republican 
House Speaker John Boeh- 
nerand Republican Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell were likely to split 
the stalled bill into two parts 
in hopes of sending them 
to the president separately, 
with Republicans providing 
most of the needed votes 


for one part, and Demo¬ 
crats for the other. 

The first would consist of 
stand-alone legislation al¬ 
lowing Congress to ap¬ 
prove or reject any fu¬ 
ture trade deal, but not 
change it. Obama seeks 
this “fast track" negotiat¬ 
ing authority, which previ¬ 
ous presidents have had. 
He says U.S. products must 
reach wider markets and 
he is pushing for a land¬ 
mark deal that is meant to 
facilitate trade with a host 
of Pacific Rim nations. 

The second measure would 
renew an expiring program 
of assistance to workers 
who lose their jobs, as well 
as extend uncontroversial 
trade rules for Caribbean 
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Basin countries, Haiti and 
elsewhere that cleared the 
House last week. 
Congressional officials 
stressed that no final deter¬ 
mination had been made 
to pursue the rescue plan. 
They spoke on condition 
of anonymity because no 
formal announcement has 
been made. 

If pursued, the move to 
revive the trade measure 
would bring what is already 
a highly public split within 
the Democratic Party into 
even sharper focus. 
Ironically, Obama is em¬ 
barking on a West Coast 
fundraising trip for Demo¬ 
cratic candidates this 
weekend that will take him 
to San Francisco, home 
of Rep. Nancy Pelosi, the 
party's leader in the House. 


She is expected to attend 
the event, to be held at 
the home of billionaire Tom 
Steyer, well-known for his 
support of environmental 
causes. 

Pelosi joined the revolt last 
week that stalled the trade 
measure that is near the 
top of the president's sec¬ 
ond-term agenda. The bill 
derailed when Democrats, 
who normally support the 
assistance program, voted 
against it in large numbers 
as a way to bottle up the 
portions relating to interna¬ 
tional deals that organized 
labor and its allies vehe¬ 
mently oppose. 

Several Republicans said 
McConnell briefed Repub¬ 
lican rank-and-file senators 
on the details at a lunch¬ 
time meetingO

Cool, rainy weather hinders hunt for loose killers on Day 11

York for an 11th day try¬ 
ing to track down two es¬ 
caped murderers as one 
official raised doubts Tues¬ 
day that they relied solely 
on a now-jailed prison 
worker to help them get 


away after their breakout. 
More than 800 law en¬ 
forcement officers who are 
searching for David Sweat 
and Richard Matt shifted 
their focus eastward along 
Route 374 leading from 
the village of Dannemora, 
home of Clinton Correc¬ 
tional Facility. 

Clinton County Sheriff Da¬ 
vid Favro said rain has 
been washing away any 
scent search dogs might 
find and interfering with 
thermal imaging devices 
being used to detect body 
heat. 

Matt, 48, and Sweat, 35, 
escaped June 6 from the 
maximum-security prison 
near the Canadian border. 
Sweat was serving a life 
sentence without parole 
for killing a sheriff’s deputy. 
Matt was doing 25 years to 


life for the 1997 kidnap, tor¬ 
ture and hacksaw dismem¬ 
berment of his former boss. 
Meanwhile, the woman 
charged with helping the 
killers flee by providing 
them with hacksaw blades, 
chisels and other tools was 
visited in jail Tuesday by 
her husband, also a prison 
worker. 

Favro described Joyce 
Mitchell, 51, as “com¬ 
posed" during the morning 
visit with her husband, Lyle. 
Prosecutors say Mitchell, 
a prison tailoring shop in¬ 
structor who befriended 
the inmates, had agreed 
to be the getaway driver 
but backed out because 
she still loved her husband 
and felt guilty for partici¬ 
pating. 

District Attorney Andrew 
Wylie said Monday that 


there was no evidence the 
men had a Plan B once 
Mitchell backed out, and 
no vehicles have been re¬ 
ported stolen in the area. 
That has led searchers to 
believe the men are still 
near the prison. 

But Favro said Tuesday that 
while he has “no concrete 
information," he doesn't 
believe the escapees 
would have counted only 
on Mitchell for the ultimate 
success of their “elabo¬ 
rate, well-thought-out es¬ 
cape plan.” 

“My theory —my theory 
only — is that she was Plan 
B,” he said. “I would have 
viewed her as baggage, 
almost, for them to be 
able to escape into free¬

been charged with helping 
plan an attack on a pro¬ 
vocative Prophet Muham¬ 
mad cartoon contest in 
Texas that ended with two 
Phoenix men being killed in 
a shootout with police. 

An indictment filed in fed¬ 
eral court in Phoenix last 
week says that 43-year-old 
Abdul Malik Abdul Kareem 
hosted the gunmen in his 
home beginning in Janu¬ 
ary and provided the guns 
they used in the May 3 
shooting in Garland, Texas. 
The indictment also says 
others were involved, but 
no other arrests or indict¬ 
ments have been made. 
Nadir Soofi and Elton Simp¬ 
son were roommates in 
Phoenix and drove to Texas 
to attack the event featur¬ 
ing cartoons deemed of-

tensive to Muslims. They 
were killed by police after 
they drove up and opened 
fire outside the contest at a 
conference center, injuring 
a security guard. No one 
attending the event in sub¬ 
urban Dallas was hurt. 
Abdul Kareem practiced 
shooting with Simpson, 
Soofi and others in the re¬ 


mote desert outside Phoe¬ 
nix between January and 
May, the indictment said. 
He hosted the gunmen 
and others in his home to 
discuss the contest and the 
shooters' plans to travel to 
Texas to attack the event, 
according to the indict¬ 
ment. 

Court records in Phoenix 
show Abdul Kareem had a 
criminal record, struggled 
with substance abuse and 
had difficulty finding steady 
employment. 

He has two aggravated 
drunken driving convictions 
in Arizona, including a 1998 
case where he was found 
passed out with a beer bot¬ 
tle between his legs behind 
the wheel of a vehicle that 
was still running. He was 
also charged in 1997 with 
aggravated assault after 
a woman told police that 
Abdul Kareem had point¬ 
ed a gun in her direction.^

Homebuilding drops in May, but pace stronger than in 2014

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

builders broke ground on 
fewer homes in May, but 
the pace of construction 
remains significantly higher 
than a year ago as the real 
estate sector increasingly 
reflects the stronger job 
market. 

The Commerce 

Department said Tuesday 
that housing starts last 


month fell 11.1 percent to a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 1.04 million homes. 
Economists say that starts 
increased so sharply in April 

— surging 22 percent to an 
annual rate of 1.17 million 

— that some giveback was 
inevitable in May. 

And in a promising sign 
for the months ahead, 
approved building permits 
rose increased 11.8 percent 
to an annual rate of 1.28 


million — the highest level 
since August 2007. 

“While the May starts 
data was a bit of a 
disappointment, the permit 
data was much stronger 
than expected suggesting 
starts should continue to 
improve in coming months, 
supporting job creation and 
the broader economy,” 
said Dan Greenhaus, chief 
strategist at the brokerage 
BTIG.

There were fewer starts 
last month in all four major 
geographic regions: the 
Midwest, Northeast, South 
and Midwest, driven in 
large part by a monthly 
decline in the rate of 
apartment construction. 
Still, housing starts have 
increased 6 percent year- 
to-date, aided by the 
spillover effects of strong 
job growth and relatively 
low mortgage rates. 
Construction firms appear 
ready to increase building 
activity of both houses 
and apartment complexes 
in the coming months to 
satisfy the growing demand 
for housing. 

Employers have added 
3.1 million jobs over the 
past 12 months — new 
paychecks that are 
flowing into the housing 
market as more Americans 
have the income to buy 
new houses at a median 
price of roughly $300,000. 
Sales of new homes have 
climbed nearly 24 percent 
year-to-date, according 
to a separate Commerce 


Department report. 

There are also more 
Americans renting. Even 
though job growth has 
accelerated, the economy 
has slowly crawled back 
over the past six years 
from the Great Recession. 
The Washington-based 
think tank Urban Institute 
estimated in a recent report 
that 13 million additional 
households will be renting 
by 2030, compared 
with 9 million additional 
homeowners. 

But the increased demand 
has kept supplies tight, 
feeding expectations that 
builders will respond by 
breaking ground on more 
houses and apartment 
complexes in the coming 
months. 

As of April, the market for 
new homes had 4.8 months 
of supply, compared with 
5.6 months a year ago. A 
healthy market generally 
contains six months' worth 
of supply. 

Builders also have an 
increasingly positive 

outlook on sales. □ 
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Greek leader, top EU executive clash over austerity claims

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece's leader and a 
top EU official ignifed a war 
of words on Tuesday, a rare 
public spat that highlights 
how tense the talks have 
become over how to save 
the country from financial 
disaster. 

Prime Minister Alexis Tsip¬ 
ras told lawmakers from his 
left-wing Syriza party that 
creditors were demand¬ 
ing sweeping pension cuts 
and tax hikes on medicine 
and electricity bills. 

“It appears this is a show 
of strength aimed at kill¬ 
ing any effort to counter 
austerity ... It’s an issue that 
does not only concern 
Greece but all the peoples 
of Europe,” he said in par¬ 
liament. 

But Jean-Claude Juncker, 
the president of the EU’s 
executive Commission, 
swiftly hit back, replied 
that he had been misrep¬ 
resented. “I am blaming 
the Greeks for telling things 
to the public, things which 
are not consistent with 
what I told the Greek prime 
minister,” Juncker said in 
Brussels. “I am not in favor 
— and the prime minister 
knows that — of increasing 
(sales taxes) on medicine 
and on electricity.” Tsipras 
and his government have 
so far failed to reach an 
agreement with creditors 
to release the remaining 


7.2 billion euros ($8.2 billion) 
in the country’s bailout pro¬ 
gram. Without more loans, 
Greece faces defaulting 
on June 30 on a debt re¬ 
payment of 1.6 billion euros 
($1.8 billion). 

The continued uncertainty 
caused a second day of 
heavy losses on the Athens 
Stock Exchange, whose 


main index closed down 
4.8 percent. Greek state 
borrowing costs also con¬ 
tinued to rise — a sign inves¬ 
tors fear default. The yield 
on the country’s two-year- 
bond neared 30 percent. 
Germany's DAX and other 
European bourses recov¬ 
ered from early losses. 
Elected on an anti-austerity 


platform in January, Tsip¬ 
ras has softened his tone 
somewhat in an attempt 
to get a deal with creditors. 
But he is struggling to con¬ 
vince skeptics in his coali¬ 
tion government to back 
a deal that would likely 
see an extension of bailout 
taxes.

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Islamic State group loses key town on Turkish border

BEIRUT (AP) — For more 
than a year, the Syrian 
town of Tal Abyad on the 
Turkish border provided 
a lifeline for the Islamic 
State group, allowing it to 
ferry foreign fighters to its 
self-proclaimed capital of 
Raqqa and sell oil on the 
black market. 

The loss of the town to the 
Kurds on Tuesday is a huge 
setback directly affecting 
the extremist group’s op¬ 
erational structure and its 
ability to wage war, mak¬ 
ing it more difficult to at¬ 
tract volunteers and po¬ 
tentially turning the tide 
against the militants in Syria 
and Iraq. 

It marked a significant re¬ 
versal of fortunes for the 
group that only last month 
generated alarm throu 


its lightning capture of the 
provincial capital of Ra- 
madi in Iraq’s Anbar prov¬ 
ince and the historic town 
of Palmyra in central Syria. 
“It shows that the Islamic 
State group is weaker than 
it seems despite their ear¬ 
lier victories,” said Wladimir 
van Wilgenburg, a political 
analyst who writes for The 
Jamestown Foundation, a 
U.S.-based research cen¬ 
ter. 

Analysts said the fall of Tal 
Abyad is potentially the 
most damaging loss for 
the Islamic State group — 
known by the acronyms 
ISIS or ISIL in English and 
Daesh in Arabic — since it 
declared its self-styled ca¬ 
liphate stretching across 
northern Syria and a third 
of Iraq a year ago. 

While losing the town of Ko-

of the People's Protection 
Units, or YPG, in January 
was a symbolic blow to IS, 
the defeat in Tal Abyad 
presents a real setback 
that may lead to a serious 
degrading of the group’s 
operations. 

Many had predicted a 
long, drawn-out war with 
the YPG before the mili¬ 
tants would relinquish their 
hold on Tal Abyad — if at 
all. Only 50 miles (80 kilo¬ 
meters) north of Raqqa, 
the town was a major com¬ 


mercial avenue for the 
group, a smuggling hub 
for everything from foreign 
fighters to food and other 
supplies. 

It took less than a month 
of fighting in the province 
and only two days for Tal 
Abyad to fall, with the mili¬ 
tants melting away. Some 
fled to Raqqa, while others 
went over the border to 
Turkey, blending in with a 
flood of refugees. 

Aided by U.S. air cover, 
Kurdish unifs marching 


wesf from Kobani and oth¬ 
ers moving east from the 
Kurdish town of Ras al-Ayn 
linked up, encircling Tal 
Abyad from three sides. 
With that, the Kurds con¬ 
nected two of their self-ad- 
ministered cantons along 
the border with Turkey, put¬ 
ting even more pressure on 
Raqqa. 

“What happened in Tal 
Abyad attests to the be¬ 
ginning of a large-scale 
decline process for IS,” said 
Hilal Khashan, a political 
science professor at the 
American University of Bei¬ 
rut. 

While IS could still bring 
forces across the border 
in Syria’s Aleppo province 
where it holds territory, it 
would be a roundabout 
route that could expose 
the extremists to other 
fighting amid the long Syr¬ 
ian civil war against Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad. 

“The American policy in 
Syria and Iraq is to encir¬ 
cle IS and choke them off. 
When they can no longer 
sell oil and get reinforce¬ 
ments, they will eventually 
hit them at intervals,” Kha¬ 
shan said. □ 


Egypt court confirms Morsi’s death sentence

CAIRO (AP) — An Egyp¬ 
tian court on Tuesday con¬ 
firmed the death sentence 
of ousted Islamist President 
Mohammed Morsi over a 
mass prison break during 
the country's 2011 uprising, 
making him the first leader 
in Egypt's modern history to 
potentially face execution. 
While this is the first death 
sentence for Morsi, courts 
have handed out hundreds 
of similar sentences against 
Islamists in mass trials since 
his 2013 overthrow and a 
mass crackdown on dis¬ 
sent. 


The ruling, which will be 
automatically reviewed 
by Egypt’s highest appeals 
court, brought no immedi¬ 
ate outcry on the streets as 
thousands remain impris¬ 
oned, though the country 
faces threats from Islamic 
extremists, including an af¬ 
filiate of the Islamic State 
group. 

It is not clear if Morsi will be 
executed. Egyptian Presi¬ 
dent Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi, 
who led the military's ouster 
of Morsi, repeatedly has de¬ 
fended the independence 
of the judiciary, though their 
mass rulings have faced in¬ 
ternational criticism. 


Meanwhile, former auto¬ 
crat Hosni Mubarak, over¬ 
thrown in Egypt’s 2011 revolt 
and detained since, has 
eventually been cleared 
of corruption charges. He 
now only faces a Novem¬ 
ber retrial on charges over 
the killings of protesters af¬ 
ter initially receiving a life 
sentence. 

Morsi, who served a year 
as Egypt’s first freely elect¬ 
ed president, appeared in 
court Tuesday in a blue pris¬ 
on uniform, enclosed in a 
cage separate from other 
defendants held in a glass- 
covered cage covered in 
mesh wire.Q

LUXEMBOURG (AP) — Euro¬ 
pean Union nations failed 
to bridge differences Tues¬ 
day over an emergency 
plan to share the burden 
of the thousands of refu¬ 
gees crossing the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea, while on the 
French-ltalian border, po¬ 
lice in riot gear forcibly re¬ 
moved dozens of migrants. 
Around 100,000 migrants 
have entered Europe so 
far this year, with some 
2,000 dead or missing dur¬ 
ing their perilous quest to 
reach the continent. Italy 
and Greece have borne 
the brunt of the surge, with 
many more migrants ex¬ 
pected to arrive from June 
through to September. 

At talks in Luxem¬ 
bourg, EU interior ministers 
disagreed over how 40,000 
new refugees arriving in It¬ 
aly and Greece should be 
split up equitably among 
the 28-nation bloc to ease 
the load on the two south¬ 
ern nations. 

“There is a divergence of 
views on this matter. There 
is no common view on 
whether it should be vol¬ 
untary or compulsory,” Lat¬ 
vian Interior Minister Rihards 
Kozlovskis, whose country 
currently holds the EU’s ro¬ 
tating presidency, said af¬ 
ter the meeting. 

Past voluntary efforts to 
host migrants have proved 
inadequate. The current 
plan to relocate Syrians 
and Eritreans over the next 
two years is politically ex¬ 
plosive, however, since it 
would legally set in stone 
each EUcountry’s com¬ 
mitment to host a certain 
number of refugees. Only 
about 10 of the EU’s 28 na¬ 
tions support the scheme 
and even those that do 
want changes in how the 


refugee distribution is cal¬ 
culated. 

“We know that there is sig¬ 
nificant resistance in some 
member states to an oblig¬ 
atory measure,” German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
said in Berlin. 

The emergency relocation 
plan was drawn up after 
800 migrants were feared 
to have drowned trying to 
reach Italy in April. No oth¬ 
er alternatives were pre¬ 
sented at the talks, officials 
said. EU leaders will now 
discuss the plan when they 
meet in Brussels on June 25- 
26, and interior ministers will 
take the issue up again at 
their next meeting in July. 
“Relocation will only work 
if all member states par¬ 
ticipate. Only with a bind¬ 
ing system can we make 
sure that every member 
state takes a share of the 
responsibility,” said the EU’s 
top migration official, Dimi¬ 
tris Avramopoulos. 

Earlier Tuesday, police in 
Ventimiglia on Italy's bor¬ 
der with France removed a 
few dozen African migrants 
who had been camping 
out for days in hopes of 
continuing farther north. 
Some migrants protested, 
grabbing onto signposts, 
while others had to be car¬ 
ried off by their legs and 
arms — a violent scene 
underlining Italy's conten¬ 
tion that the rest of Europe 
must do more to deal with 
the migrant crisis. Migrants 
on dangerous rocks jutting 
out into the sea were left 
alone. 

“We are human beings. We 
are not animals,” said Sad¬ 
dam, a Sudanese migrant 
who watched the police 
operation Tuesday and 
only gave his first name. “I 
know we are black and we 
come from Africa, but we 
are still humans."

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US, Venezuelan officials meet for bilateral talks

— President Nicolas Mad- 
uro says a recent meeting 
between Venezuelan and 
U.S. officials has opened 
an important channel that 
could lead toward restora¬ 
tion of full diplomatic rela¬ 
tions.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Federal 
law enforcement au¬ 
thorities are investigating 
whether the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals illegally hacked into 
a computer database of 
the Houston Astros to ob¬ 
tain information on players, 
a person familiar with the 
situation said Tuesday in an 
unusual case involving two 
former division rivals in Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball. 

The person spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity be¬ 
cause MLB, law enforce¬ 
ment officials and the two 
teams were not disclosing 
details of the investigation. 
The New York Times first 
reported that the FBI and 
Justice Department were 
investigating whether Car¬ 
dinals front-office officials 
were behind the effort to 
steal information from the 
Astros’ database, called 
Ground Control. 

“Major League Baseball 
has been aware of and 
has fully cooperated with 
the federal investigation 
into the illegal breach of 
the Houston Astros’ base¬ 
ball operations database,” 
MLB said in a statement. 
“Once the investigative 
process has been com¬ 
pleted by federal law en¬ 
forcement officials, we will 
evaluate the next steps 
and will make decisions 
promptly.” 

Baseball Commissioner 
Rob Manfred said sub¬ 
poenas have been issued, 
though he did not provide 
details.

won more World Series ti¬ 
tles than the 11 won by St. 
Louis, which is among the 
best-drawing teams in all 
of sports, with annual at¬ 
tendance topping 3 million 
every year since 2003. 

The Astros and Cardinals 
were rivals in the National 
League Central until Hous¬ 
ton moved to the Ameri¬ 
can League in 2013. The As¬ 
tros hired former Cardinals 
scouting and player devel¬ 
opment executive Jeff Luh¬ 
now as general manager 
in December 2011, and he 
has helped turn the team 
from a laughingstock into a 
contender. 

The Astros finished 70-92 
and fourth in the AL West a 
year ago, ending a woeful 
streak of three straight 100- 
loss seasons. They are cur¬ 
rently in first place in the AL 
West. 

It wasn’t immediately clear 
how many Cardinals em¬ 
ployees were under inves¬ 
tigation, or whether top 
front office officials were 
possibly aware of the ac¬ 
tivities. 

“Then there’s the question 
of who did it?” Manfred 


told reporters in Boston. 
“Who knew about it? Is the 
organization responsible? Is 
the individual responsible? 
There’s a whole set of is¬ 
sues that are needed to be 
sorted through." 

He said he couldn’t recall 
a similar case in baseball’s 
long history. 

“Until we know, this is dif¬ 
ferent than when we might 
investigate a drug case 
(or) we have access to 
all the facts in a real-time 
situation," he said. “That’s 
just not the case here. We 
don’t exactly know what 
the facts are." 

MLB’s forensics experts 
were not involved in the 
case, Manfred added. 

“This is a federal investiga¬ 
tion not a baseball inves¬ 
tigation,” he said. “Obvi¬ 
ously any allegation like 
this, no matter how serious 
it turns out to be, is of great 
concern to us.” 

The Cardinals and Astros 
said they were cooperat¬ 
ing with the investigation 
but declined further com¬ 
ment. Astros manager A.J. 
Hinch said his team would 
focus on baseball. □ 
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Chicago beats Tampa Bay 2-0 to win Stanley Cup

CHICAGO (AP) — The Chi¬ 
cago Blackhawks won their 
third NHL Stanley Cup in six 
years by beating Tampa 
Bay 2-0 on Monday to take 
the series 4 games to 2. 
Patrick Kane and Duncan 
Keith scored and this time 
Chicago clinched the title 
at home — something it 
last did in 1938 — to enable 
the party to begin immedi¬ 
ately. 

“We won it for each other, 
for the city,” Blackhawks 
captain Jonathan Toews 
said. “In so many ways, 
winning a championship 
like this in our home city, it 
really transcends the sport. 
Everyone wants to be a 
part of it. It's amazing." 
Keith, the Blackhawks' iron 
man directed a dominant 
defense that shut down 
Tampa Bay's high-scor¬ 
ing attack and also gave 
Chicago a 1-0 lead when 
he knocked in his own re¬ 
bound with 2:47 left in the 
second period. 

Kane made it 2-0 in the 
third when he scored on a 
one-time shot on a three- 
on-two rush with 5:13 left 
in the game — his first goal 
of the series. It was the first 
time in the final that either 
team had a two-goal lead. 
Goaltender Corey Craw¬ 
ford, who was pulled from 
the first-round playoff se¬ 
ries against Nashville be¬ 
fore re-establishing himself 
as first-choice goalie, had 
25 saves in his fifth career 
playoff shutout. 

Keith was a unanimous 
selection for the Conn 
Smythe Trophy for playoff 
MVP after he finished with 
21 points while playing 
over 700 minutes in a gruel¬ 
ing postseason. 

“It feels so great. You want 
to keep being a part of 
these things," Keith said. 
“You don’t get these 
awards without being on 
great teams with great 
players. I’m just proud to 
be a part of this group of 
guys who cares so much 
and do whatever it takes.” 
It was an appropriate con¬ 
clusion to a series full of near 
misses and close calls that 
had fans in Chicago and 
Tampa Bay on the edge of 
their seats for almost two 


weeks. It was only the sec¬ 
ond final to begin with five 
one-goal games, and no 
team enjoyed a two-goal 
advantage until an open 
Kane buried a perfect pass 
from Brad Richards at 14:46 
of the third. 

It was Kane’s first goal of 
the series, and it touched 
off a wild celebration by 
the frenzied crowd of 


22,424. 


“I'd say you have a dy¬ 
nasty," NHL Commissioner 
Gary Bettman told the 
cheering crowd as he pre¬ 
sented the trophy to the 
grinning Blackhawks. 

Ben Bishop kept the Light¬ 
ning in the game with 30 
saves, fighting through 
some sort of lower-body 
injury that kept him out of 
Game 4. Led by Bishop 
and big defenseman Vic¬ 
tor Hedman, the Lightning 
allowed just 13 goals in the 
series, but it wasn’t enough 
against the unflappable 
Blackhawks. 

“Our goal scoring dried 
up. It wasn’t for lack of try¬ 
ing,” coach Jon Cooper 
said. “The chances, posts, 
missed nets, open nets that 
hit sticks, you need those 
to go in for you to keep go¬ 
ing. Ultimately they dried 
up for us.” 

Tampa Bay star Steven 
Stamkos finished fhe play¬ 
offs wifh an eight-game 
scoring drought that likely 
will haunt him into the off¬ 
season. He rung the inside 
of fhe crossbar on a near 
miss at 7:50 of fhe first and 
was stoned by Crawford 
on a breakaway 58 sec¬ 
onds into the middle pe¬ 
riod.

LONDON (AP) — Two days 
after winning a grass-court 
title in Stuttgart, Rafael 
Nadal was knocked out 
in the first round of the 
Queen’s Club tournament 
on Tuesday when he fell 
6-3, 6-7 (6), 6-4 to Alexandr 
Dolgopolov. 

By contrast, top-seeded 
Andy Murray opened his 


bid to recapture the title he 
lost last year to Grigor Dimi¬ 
trov with a comfortable 
6-4, 7-5 win over Taiwanese 
qualifier Lu Yen-Hsun, and 
French Open winner Stan 
Wawrinka began his bid 
for a first grass court title by 
defeating Australian Nick 
Kyrgios 6-3, 6-4. 

Watched by Chelsea 
soccer manager Jose 
Mourinho and the former 
king of Spain, Juan Car¬ 
los, Nadal was kept under 
pressure throughout the 
match by the free-hitting 
Ukrainian, who ended a 
three-match losing streak 
with his second successive 
victory over his Spanish op¬ 
ponent.Dolgopolov held 
three points for a 4-0 first 
set lead as Nadal struggled 
to make an impression, 
and although the fifth- 
seeded Spaniard eventu¬ 
ally worked his way into the 
match he faced a match 
point in the tiebreaker be¬ 
fore taking the second set. 
In the final set, Nadal broke 
for a 2-1 lead, but Dolgop¬ 
olov leveled at 4-4. Nadal 
then held three break 
points in the next game, 
but it was Dolgopolov who 
broke at 5-4 to claim vic¬ 
tory with his second match 
point. 

“I was fighting in every 
point,” Nadal said. “I was 
with the right concentra¬ 
tion, with the right motiva¬ 
tion, don’t giving up when I 
had tough moments. 

“I not happy I lost a match 
that I had a chance to 
win, but that’s it. The good 
thing is I am positive men¬ 
tally. I feel myself playing 
well. I hope to have some 
more good days of prac¬ 
tice here and some good 
rest at home, and I gonna 
come back strong with a 
good week of practice be¬ 


fore Wimbledon." 

Despite his defeat, the 
Spaniard believes that 
with his victory in Stuttgart 
he has played enough 
matches as he heads into 
Wimbledon in a little under 
two weeks. 

“I played five matches 
the year that I won here in 
2008, and this year I already 
had five matches," he said. 
“This week I lost an oppor¬ 
tunity, but my feeling, my 
thoughts are no different 
today than yesterday. I 
am playing better than be¬ 
fore, and enjoying more on 
court than before.” 
Wawrinka, playing his first 
match since defeating 
Novak Djokovic to lift the 
French Open trophy and 
wearing check shorts simi¬ 
lar to those which drew 
so much attention in Paris, 
needed patience before 
eventually gaining an ad¬ 
vantage over Kyrgios.

Life’s Pauses - Peri, Andro and Meno

Medically, menopause is 
defined as: when you have 
not had a menstruation in a 
year. In fact. Menopause is 
really the end of a long, slow 
process called perimeno- 
pause, marked by changes 
in a woman’s body. Meno¬ 
pause is a normal part of a 
woman’s life, just like pu¬ 
berty. A woman’s ovaries in 
her mid-30 begin to change 
how much estrogen and 
progesterone they produce. 
These two female hormones 
are both important for nor¬ 
mal menstrual cycles and 
successful pregnancy. 

In our clinic, when 
I inform women between 
35 and 50years old that the 
symptoms they are feeling, 
which seem to be Premen¬ 
strual Syndrome (PMS) are 
actually “Pre” or Peri-meno¬ 
pause symptoms. Many 
women remark that since 
they are not over fifty, this 
cannot be! Although, the 
current average age of 
menopause is about 52. The 
age span is usually from 45 
to 55. However, symptoms of 
the body’s changes during 
perimenopause can begin 
in the late 30”s and last up 
to thirteen years! 

Statistics indicate 
that approximately one in 
a hundred women goes 
through menopause at age 
40 or younger. Early meno¬ 
pause can occur as a re¬ 
sult of surgery, for example, 
when a woman has a hys¬ 
terectomy or uterine re¬ 
moval with ovarian removal. 


According to some experts, 
early menopause can also 
be caused by various fac¬ 
tors, such as an autoimmune 
disorder related to poor nu¬ 
trition or chronic stress result¬ 
ing in the production of anti- 
ovarian antibodies.

I can tell you some cultures, 
such as traditional Navahos, 
exhibited and reported few 
symptoms of menopause. 
Moreover, socioeconomic 
status was strongly correlat¬ 
ed to menopausal women’s 
experience of symptoms. 
Women in higher income 
brackets showed an elevat¬ 
ed rate of symptoms. This 
study indicates that psycho¬ 
logical factors, rather than 
physical ones, may strongly 
determine menopausal 
symptoms. Belief systems. 


feelings and attitude can 
go a long in affecting many 
health concerns. 

Major factors influ¬ 
encing a woman’s emo¬ 
tional and physical passage 
through the change of life 
include: personal health and 
childbearing history, health 
of her female ancestors and 
living female relatives, past 
and present dietary habits, 
past and present tobacco 
and alcohol use, medica¬ 
tions, exercise, life style, 
stress and self-esteem. An¬ 
other very influential factor 
is the amount of circulat¬ 
ing glucose and insulin in 
the blood stream. Many 
women have been led to 
believe that there is a cure 
for menopause by using es¬ 
trogen or other forms of hor¬ 
mone replacement therapy 
(HRT). New medical findings 
have proven that synthetic 
hormone replacement may 
do women more harm than 
good.

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Twitter’s lame-duck CEO ‘over the moon’ about changes ahead

Twitter will have a differ¬ 
ent leader by the time 
those products appear 
because Costolo is ending 
his nearly five-year reign as 
CEO on July 1 as part of a 
shake-up announced last 
week. Twitter co-founder 
Jack Dorsey is stepping in 
as interim CEO while the 
San Francisco company’s 
board searches for a per¬ 
manent replacement. 
Without providing further 
details, Costolo said the 
upcoming features will cre¬ 
ate engaging experiences 


DETROIT (AP) — Slow sales 
and falling gasoline prices 
have prompted Honda to 
stop selling gas-electric hy¬ 
brid and natural gas-pow¬ 
ered versions of its Civic 
compact car.

Investors were also looking 
ahead to Wednesday’s 
economic and interest rate 
policy update from the 
Federal Reserve. They’ll be 
looking for hints as to when 
the central bank will begin 
raising its key interest rate 
after holding it close to zero 
for more than six years. 
Many economists expect 
the central bank will raise 
its rate in September if the 
economy keeps strength¬ 
ening. Ultra-low rates have 
helped drive the six-year 
bull market. Stocks have 
managed only small gains 
this year, as investors have 
obsessed about the out¬ 
look for interest rates. 

“The sooner they define 
it and actually do it, the 
better off for the market," 
said JJ Kinahan, TD Ameri- 
trade’s chief strategist. “The 
market just wants some¬ 
thing tangible to trade on, 
and between the Fed and 
Greece we’re getting nei¬ 
ther." 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average gained 113.31 
points, or 0.6 percent, to 


17,904.48. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 11.86 
points, or 0.6 percent, to 
2,096.29. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite rose 25.58 points, or 
0.5 percent, to 5,055.55. 

All 10 sectors in the S&P 500 
index moved higher, with 
consumer staples leading 
the gains. 

The sector rose 1.1 percent, 
but remains down 1.4 per¬ 
cent this year. 

Aetna rose 3.3 percent af¬ 
ter The Wall Street Journal 
reported that UnitedPlealth 
Group approached the ri¬ 
val health insurer about a 
deal. Aetna added $3.96 
to $124.97. UnitedHealth 
Group gained $2.57, or 2.2 
percent, to $121.55. 

Perrigo climbed gained 
$7.95, or 4.3 percent, to 
$191.25 as traders antici¬ 
pated that it may be ac¬ 
quired by a rival. Mylan, 
a maker of generic drugs, 
has said it wants to buy the 
company, but is being tar¬ 
geted itself by Teva Phar¬ 
maceuticals. 

On Tuesday, Abbott Labo¬ 
ratories, Mylan’s biggest 
shareholder, said that it 
backed Mylan’s plan to re¬ 
main a stand-alone com¬ 
pany. Teva has made a 
$40 billion bid for Mylan, 
but wants that company to 
drop its pursuit of Perrigo. 
Coty surged 19.3 percent 


on news reports that the 
cosmetics and fragrance 
company has won an auc¬ 
tion to buy several Procter 
& Gamble businesses. Coty 
gained $5.03 to $31.08. 
News that U.S. homebuild¬ 
ers broke ground on few¬ 
er homes last month sent 
shares in homebuilders low¬ 
er.

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — War¬ 
ren Buffett’s company is in¬ 
vesting $500 million in Insur¬ 
ance Australia Group and 
taking on 20 percent of 
that company’s new busi¬ 
ness. 

Berkshire Hathaway Inc. will 
acquire 3.7 percent of the 
Australian firm also known 
as IAG as part of the deal 
announced Monday. Berk¬ 
shire will also receive 20 
percent of the revenue 
and pay 20 percent of the 
claims over the next de¬ 
cade. 

Berkshire had been pro¬ 
viding reinsurance to IAG 
since 2000, so it was al¬ 
ready familiar with the 
company. 

“For us, they are a natural 
partner with a strong man¬ 
agement team and brand 


presence,” Buffett said in a 
statement. “Our strategic 
partnership with IAG will 


help fast-track our entry 
into this region, and pro¬ 
vides us with opportunities 


to leverage lAG’s extensive 
capabilities while also mak¬ 
ing our expertise available 
to IAG." 

The deal will strengthen In¬ 
surance Australia Group's 
balance sheet just as it ex¬ 
pands its insurance opera¬ 
tions in India and works to 
establish itself in Indonesia 
after a recent acquisition. 
It is also trying to increase- 
business in China, Thailand, 
Malaysia and Vietnam. 

IAG said it will benefit from 
Berkshire's $500 million in¬ 
vestment and from a $700 
million reduction in its capi¬ 
tal requirements because 
Berkshire is taking on 20 
percent of its insurance 
claims. 

Investor Andy Kilpatrick, 
who wrote “Of Permanent 
Value: The Story of Warren 
Buffett," said both compa¬ 
nies should benefit. 


“It seems like an excellent 
deal,” Kilpatrick said. 
Berkshire Hathaway owns 
an eclectic assortment 
of more than 70 business¬ 
es that includes major elec¬ 
tric utilities, 

BNSF railroad, retail jewel¬ 
ers and furniture stores but 
insurance remains a key 
part of the conglomerate. 
“Despite the fact that 
we’re in a great many busi¬ 
nesses, our first-time love, 
our long-time love, our fu¬ 
ture love has always been 
the insurance business," 
Buffett said. 

For Berkshire, 

the deal may help it find a 
new acquisition by further 
raising its profile overseas, 
and it will help the new 
Berkshire Hathaway Spe¬ 
cialty Insurance office that 
opened in Australia this

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Hong Kong: 

Boom-to-bust stocks show challenge of China link

HONG KONG (AP) — Wild 
gyrations in Hong Kong 
share prices are raising 
concerns that a new trad¬ 
ing link with mainland Chi¬ 
na is a conduit for ques¬ 
tionable trading practices 
that could undermine the 
city’s reputation as a cen¬ 
ter of global finance. 

At least four companies 
that climbed to dizzying 
values in only a few months 
have come abruptly crash¬ 
ing down in the past sev¬ 
eral weeks for reasons that 
remain unclear. 

The strange trading pat¬ 
terns have gripped Hong 
Kong’s financial communi¬ 
ty with a narrative of paper 
fortunes built quickly and 
then wiped out in an even 
shorter time. 

The most high profile case 
is Chinese solar panel mak¬ 
er Hanergy Thin Film Power 
Group Ltd., now under in¬ 
vestigation by the market 
watchdog. Also affected 
are two Hong Kong-listed 
units of Chinese billion¬ 
aire Pan Sutong’s Goldin 
conglomerate involved in 
horse breeding and wine 
trading. 

The most recent is Digi¬ 
tal Domain Holdings Ltd., 
whose main business is a 
California special effects 
firm founded fwo decades 
ago by Tifanic and Ava- 
far director James Cam¬ 
eron, who no longer has 
a stake after it went bank¬ 
rupt in 2012. It’s perhaps 
best known more recently 
for creating a hologram 
of deceased rapper Tu¬ 
pac Shakur fo perform 
alongside Snoop Dogg af 
a California music festival. 
In a little over two months, 
the shares soared nine-fold 


and then abruptly plunged 
last week to a third of their 
peak. 

Market watchers say a tide 
of money sweeping in from 
mainland China following 
the launch of theShanghai- 
Hong Kong Stock Connect 
trading link last year has 
amplified speculation and 
increased risks for investors. 
The link allows investors in 


each city to trade on the 
other city’s exchange. Ha¬ 
nergy and the two Goldin 
companies are among 286 
stocks mainland investors 
can buy via the link. 

“The recent developments 
have sparked concerns 
about new dynamics that 
our regulators need to deal 
with,” said Michael Cheng, 
Hong Kong research direc¬ 
tor at the Asian Corporate 
Governance Association. 
“We hope that it will be the 
two markets upping the 


game for each other but 
with the recent develop¬ 
ments, we have a genuine 
concern that there's a real 
risk of a race to the bot¬ 
tom.” 

Recent price swings are 
“unprecedented" in Hong 
Kong, he said. 

The city along with Lon¬ 
don, New York and Tokyo is 
a key global financial cen¬ 


ter, a status underpinned 
by the reputation of its le¬ 
gal and financial systems 
which are based on the 
laws of its former colonial 
ruler Britain. Hong Kong, 
which is a semiautono- 
mous Chinese territory, also 
has its own currency that is 
pegged to the U.S. dollar 
and a vigilant anti-corrup¬ 
tion police. 

Local traders say the mar¬ 
ket turbulence is a sign of 
the larger stock trading 
frenzy spilling over from 


China, where the Shang¬ 
hai benchmark has more 
than doubled in the past 
year in a boom powered 
by borrowed money and 
a stampede of rookie trad¬ 
ers. 

Nine of the Hong Kong ex¬ 
change's 10 busiest days 
on record were in April 
or May as trading on the 
link surged to a high. Af¬ 


ter a quiet start, the value 
of Chinese trades in Hong 
Kong via the link jumped 
to $30 billion in April, out 
of $490 billion in total stock 
market turnover. In May it 
eased to $13.2 billion out of 
$374 billion. 

Experts believe the com¬ 
panies most susceptible 
to manipulation are those 
with a relatively small 
amount of freely traded 
stock, known as the free 
float, making them more 
volatile. □

UK inflation up 
after brief brush 
being negative 

LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
rate of inflation inched up 
to 0.1 percent in the year 
to May, ending the coun¬ 
try' brief brush with a drop 
in consumer prices. The Of¬ 
fice of National Statistics 
said Tuesday that the rise 
compares with a 0.1 per¬ 
cent fall in the year ending 
in April. The biggest upward 
push to prices came from 
transport services, notably 
air fares. Drops in food and 
fuel prices have also eased 
after an extended super¬ 
market price war. Treasury 
chief George Osborne 
says the uptick is “further 
evidence of an economic 
plan that is working, with a 
powerful mix of low prices 
and rising wages, which 
are continuing to grow 
well above inflation.” The 
Bank of England has said 
if expects inflation to pick 
up further at the end of the 
year.Q 

German investor 
sentiment slips on 
Greece worries 

FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AP) - A survey of invest¬ 
ment professionals shows 
optimism about the Ger¬ 
man economy slipped for 
a third month in a row on 
worries about more finan¬ 
cial trouble with Greece. 
The ZEW institute index fell 
to 31.5 points for June from 
41.9 in May. That fell short 
of the consensus market 
expectation for 37.3 ZEW 
President Clemens Fuest 
said Tuesday that senti¬ 
ment was held down by 
“the ongoing uncertainty 
over Greece's future and 
the restrained dynamic 
of the global economy.” 
Eurozone governments 
are in difficult talks with 
Greece over the condi¬ 
tions for more bailout mon¬ 
ey. Greece is running out 
of cash to pay its bills in a 
long-running financial and 
economic crisis. The ZEW 
index nonetheless remains 
above its long-term aver¬ 
age of 24.9 points. Q

based General Motors Co.

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Pluto just 4 weeks, 20 million miles away for spacecraft

CAPE CANAVERAL, Flor¬ 
ida (AP) — NASA’s New 
Horizons spacecraft is at 
Pluto’s doorstep, follow¬ 
ing an incredible jour¬ 
ney of nine years and 3 
billion miles (4.83 billion 
kilometers). 

Four weeks from Tues¬ 
day — on July 14 — 
New Horizons will make 
its closest approach to 
Pluto. The spacecraft 
will fly within 7,750 miles, 
inside the orbits of Plu¬ 
to's five known moons. 
That’s the approximate 
distance between Se¬ 
attle and Sydney. 

It will be the first space¬ 
craft to explore the tiny, 
icy world once con¬ 
sidered a full-fledged 
planet. 

As of Tuesday, New Ho¬ 
rizons was just over 20 
million miles (32.2 million 
kilometers) from Pluto. 
That’s closer than Earth 
is to neighbor Venus, at 
their closest point. Flight 
controllers fired a thrust¬ 
er on the spacecraft

Southwest Research In¬ 
stitute in Boulder, Colo¬ 
rado said last week. 
“They know that they're 
getting to do something 
very special because 
nothing like this has 
happened” since Voy¬ 
ager 2's flyby of Nep¬ 
tune in 1989. NASA’s first 
interplanetary success 
was at Venus, with Mari¬ 
ner 2 in 1962. 

Stern added: “We're 
going to turn a point of 
light into a planet and 


its moons overnight in 
the next month.” 

The Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity's Applied Phys¬ 
ics Laboratory in Lau¬ 
rel, Maryland, is oper¬ 
ating the spacecraft 
for NASA. The lab also 
designed and built the 
relatively lightweight 
craft, about the size of 
a baby grand piano. It 
carries seven science 
instruments; the cam¬ 
eras have been pho¬ 
tographing the planet 


since January. 

The latest pictures, tak¬ 
en at the end of May 
and beginning of June, 
show large dark regions 
toward the bottom of 
Pluto. Scientists are ea¬ 
ger to learn the size and 
shape of these dark 
spots, as well as their ex¬ 
act location. Images will 
keep improving with ev¬ 
ery step closer to Pluto. 
“It’s very fascinating to 
see this level of detail,” 
deputy project scientist 
Cathy Olkin said during 
an update broadcast 
Tuesday. 

Pluto was discovered 
by the late Ameri¬ 
can astronomer Clyde 
Tombaugh in 1930. Its 
moons, the fifth un¬ 
masked as recently as 
2012, also bear names 
related to the mytho¬ 
logical underworld: big 
moon Charon and mini¬ 
moons Nix, Hydra, Ker¬ 
beros and Styx. 

More moons could be 
out there. 

“We're going to write 
the textbook. We know 
very little about the Plu¬ 
to system now,” Stern 
said. “It's really a mis¬ 
sion of raw exploration, 
flying into the unknown 
to see what's there.” 
New Horizons' $700 
million mission began 
with a 2006 launch 
from Cape Canaveral,

Owner Benjamin Petrocchi 
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Judd Apatow reflects on a life in comedy in

NEW YORK (AP) — The com¬ 
edy education of Judd Ap¬ 
atow began with unusual 
access to great comic 
minds, which he pried for 
straightforward instruction: 
How do you tell a joke? 
Growing up on Long Island 
as a comedy nerd before 
there was such a thing 
(or many others like him), 
Apatow managed to land 
interviews with the likes of 
Jerry Seinfeld, Jay Leno and 
Sfeve Allen, mosf of whom 
fumed up expecting some¬ 
thing other than a 15-year- 
old kid with a high school 
radio show. 

It was a foundational be¬ 
ginning for what became 
a career that has done a 
lot to define comedy in the 
last 20 years, from "The Lar¬ 
ry Sanders Show” to “Freaks 
and Geeks,” from “The Ca¬ 
ble Guy” to "The 40 Year- 
Old Virgin.” 

In a new book, "Sick in 
the Head: Conversations 
About Life and Comedy,” 
out Tuesday, Apatow, 47, 
returns to those high-school 
interviews (he kept the 
tapes) to publish them, as 
well as add new, more re-

cent talks with many oth¬ 
ers (Louis C.K., Jon Stewart, 
Chris Rock). Proceeds go 
to Dave Eggers' 826, which 
provides free tutoring and 
literacy programs to kids. 
The conversations center on 
comedy — where it comes 
from, how it works — but 
grow into more expansive 
and intimate reflections on 
life from some of the sharp¬ 
est, most thoughtful minds 
around. The intervening 
decades reveal less about 


Apatow's much-improved 
standing than his continu¬ 
ing comedy-nerd curiosity 
and his ongoing pleasure in 
what Stewart calls “the joy 
of the funny.” 

Here are excerpts from a 
recent Associated Press in¬ 
terview with Apatow: 

ON HIS FIRST TIME PERFORM¬ 
ING STANDUP 

The first time I did standup, 
I said to the audience: 
"Hey, I don’t know how to 
respond to hecklers so I’d 


like you to heckle me so 
I can learn how to do it.” 
And then the whole crowd 
started cursing me out. I 
used to have a tape of it 
and on the tape you could 
hear my friend, Kevin Welt- 
mann, screaming at peo¬ 
ple to shut up because they 
wouldn’t stop cursing me 
out. So they would curse for 
a while, then I would take a 
long pause and say, “See, 

I don’t know what to say. I 
gotta think of something to 
say.”

Zoning board rejects plan for 
Oscar Hammerstein museum

DOYLESTOWN, Pa. (AP) — 

The grandson of Oscar 
Hammerstein has lost his 
bid to create a museum 
and educational theater 
honoring the Broadway 
lyricist. 

Doylestown Township’s 
zoning board voted Mon¬ 
day night to deny vari¬ 
ances that Will Hammer¬ 
stein needed to build the 
project at his grandfa¬ 
ther’s former Pennsylvania 
farm. The plan included 
construction of a 400-seat 
theater. 

Neighbors and township 
supervisors had opposed 
the proposal at Highland 
Farm, saying they didn’t 
want to deal with the 
noise, traffic or safety issues 
they feared it would bring. 
Hammerstein tells The 
(Doylestown) Intelligencer 
that he was anticipating 


the decision. He hasn’t de¬ 
cided if he’ll appeal but 
says it’d be tough to over¬ 
turn the three-member 
board’s unanimous deci¬ 
sion. 


Highland Farm was Oscar 
Hammerstein’s primary 
residence during his musi¬ 
cal partnership with Rich¬ 
ard Rodgers. Hammerstein 
died there in 19600 


Rosanne (Barr) gave me 
the job that changed my 
life the most because she 
was the first person to pay 
me well.

ON WORKING WITH COME¬ 
DIANS 

For me to sit in a restaurant 
talking to Steve Martin, it 
feels very otherworldly. I 
always wanted to be part 
of those groups of come¬ 
dians, like Second City. I 
wasn’t able to join “Satur¬ 
day Night Live" or Second 
City, but in my own way, I 
was able to create my own 
groups of funny people 
that worked together a lot. 
That was always the dream. 
It wasn’t for me to be suc¬ 
cessful, it was really for me 
to collaborate with people I 
respected. I just loved com¬ 
edy people and I wanted 
to be around them. 

ON INTERVIEWING PER- 
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FORMERS NOW 
I’m interested just in how 
people are surviving and 
trying to remain relevant as 
the decades go on. After 
success what is the point 
of doing this? That’s a lot of 
what (his 2009 film) “Funny 
People” is about. It’s such a 
strange job. You work very 
hard to be given the op¬ 
portunity to tell jokes in front 
of people or make movies. 
But when you've done it for 
a while and the newness of 
it wears off, you are left with 
just one question: What do I 
want to say? 

ON RETURNING TO STAND- 
UP 

While I was working on (the 
upcoming comedy) “Train- 
wreck," Amy Schumer was 
having so much fun doing 
stand-up comedy and I got 
jealous. I thought: "Why did 
I stop doing that?” One of 
the reasons was because 
I was so young. I did it be¬ 
tween ages 17 and 24. I 
didn’t have that much life 
experience to draw on and 
I wasn’t the most innovative 
comedian. You work on a 
movie for years and you 
find out in one weekend if 
anyone liked it. I wanted to 
do something in comedy 
that was immediate and 
fun and also much lower 
stakes. 

SO, HOW DO YOU TELL A 
JOKE? 

It’s so funny because you 
do have to figure out your 
worldview and your atti¬ 
tude. I remember I was do¬ 
ing standup one night and 
Dave Attell and I were talk¬ 
ing about my set and I was 
getting very philosophical 
about what I was trying to 
say and he was like, “Just 
be funny! People just want 
you to be funny!” I really 
needed to hear that. □ 
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
